subsided. Dolby’s removal to this city 
was 
accomplished w ithout disorder. 
T h e prisoner was taken from the train 
a t Dennison avenue and walked to the 
prison, one w all of which is on the 
avenue. 
The m ilitary remained in the 
ears and were carried to the union sta­ 
tion. 
All troops have left W ashington 
court house. 
A Columbus reporter who came up 
w ith the train says th at after mid­ 
night the excitement at W ashington 
Court House quieted down. 
The citi­ 
zens had nearly all gone home. 
Yet 
many persons stood on the neighbor­ 
ing corners until a much later hour dis­ 
cussing the affair, as may be readily 
imagined in connection with such a ter­ 
rible sensation as the killing of two 
men and the wounding of eleven others 
by the militia. 
Some of these people 
who remained about the court house 
were supposed to be in a plot to 
Blow up 
the building 
w ith dyna­ 
mite. There had been so much talk 
nbout a possible occurrence of th at 
hind, based upon w hat seemed to be 
reliable evidence, th at the vigilance of 
th e m alitiary Was kept a t high tension. 
The m ilitary,all told,until 3:30 in the 
morning, numbered less than one h u n ­ 
dred men. 
Against the surging hun­ 
dreds of men who crowded into or 
about the court house this small band 
had kept up the 
determined front 
to r 
twelve 
or 
fifteen 
hours. 
When 
the 
First 
Regiment 
from 
Cincinnati, 
and 
two 
companies 
from 
the 
Fourteenth, 
at 
Colum­ 
bus, arrived at that hour, a square wras 
formed by the men of the Fourteenth, 
and, escorted by the First, the line of 
march for the cars was taken up, the 
negro being in the square. 
He had 
been in the court house about twelve 
hours, the officers not daring to a t­ 
tem pt to return him to the jail after 
the sentence had been passed. 
En 
route to the cars in the early morning 
nothing of interest occurred except 
th a t a good many people were on the 
streets. 
Beyond an occasional voice 
in the stillness of the hour uttering 
threats and 
disapproval the affair 
closed in rather a weird way. Another 
victim died yesterday.

P i t t s b u r g , Pa., Oct. 19.—W hat is be­ 
lieved to have been a desperate attem pt 
at train robbery was made Wednesday 
near this city on the Baltimore & Ohio 
road. 
At 8 o’clock an eastbound ac­ 
commodation train ran over a dyna­ 
mite cartridge near Bissell, at a very 
lonely spot about fifteen miles from 
Pittsburg 
The flange of one wheel 
was blown off 
and one end of a 
coach wrecked.

It is pretty well known th at the inten­ 
tion was to wreck the mail and ex­ 
press, a through train from the east 
due a few minutes later, but the rob­ 
bers made a mistake and placed the 
cartridges on the east bound track in­ 
stead of the west bound.

An Organization in this City—Mod. 
era Ideas as to Gymnasium Work— 
Greetings Sent to Other State Con­ 
ventions. 
A hundred young men, with square 
shoulders born of gymnasium training 
and clear eyes that told of a regular 
life discussed Y. M. C. A. work in the 
Congregational Sunday school room 
today. 
John M. 
Whitehead, newly 
elected president of the state Y. M. C. 
A., called the convention to order. H. 
Theodore Hanson of Baraboo had the 
first paper of the morning, his subject 
being “ The Physical 
Department.” 
He inveighed against the tendency 
toward two extremes in gymnasium 
work. 
Too many gymnasiums were 
used as play rooms with little effort at 
systematic training. 
In others the 
physical director spent his time with 
the stronger and more skillful pupils 
and made the concern an amateur cir­ 
cus. 
“ When the general routine of exer­ 
cise becomes showy and difficult,” said 
Mr. Hanson, “the weaker and more 
timid members of the class, the very 
ones we are supposed to help, will 
drop out and those not in special need 
of attention will occupy the entire 
time of the physical director.” 
The prime object of the physical 
department, 
Mr. Hansen 
declared, 
should be preventive and 
curative. 
The discussion that followed brought 
out the importance of strict and care 
:!ul rules regulating the use of the 
gymnasium by juniors. 
H ow D istrict Conferences Are Held. 
It was a “ district conference” that 
resulted in the establishing of a Y. M. 
C. A. in Janesv:lle. 
How these dis­ 
trict conferences are managed, was 
described by J. L. Rogers of Mil wan 
fee. 
The district work is the means 
by which the association movement of 
Wisconsin is carried into the smaller 
towns, the small districts and places 
without organizations. 
The state is 
at present divided into 6ix districts. 
The districts are based upon ease of 
communication and location around 
centers. 
The aim of the district com* 
mittee is to study the 
needs of 
places in the district and to bring as 
sociation agencies to the attention of 
these communities by doing a little of 
the actual work of the association in 
the various towns. 
The district plan 
has been very effective in reaching 
out and laying bold of the multitudes 
of young men in the smaller places. 
H. W. Kellogg, who is very success­ 
ful as an organizer spoke, on “ The 
State Membership and the Plan for 
Groups. 
Animated discussion fol 
lowed.
